So 
with Petroncini and my brother 
Robert I set out in search of 
the twentieth century Roman. 


We finally located him in a 


cheap restaurant. He was not 
alone. He was accompanied by 
his bride, and prior to his mar- 
riage he had been employed in 
this same restaurant, the pro- 
prietor of which was now pro-

feast. 


When I offered him a wedding 
present 
of a 
thousand 
lire 


(which princely sum amounts 
to about forty dollars in Amer- 
ican money), he refused to ac- 
cept it beqause he had never 
seen currency of that denomi- 
nation 
before and therefore 


thought it was not real. So to 
convince him that I was not 
trying 
to 
be 
humorous, 
I 


changed the money into pieces 
of smaller denomination with 
which he was familiar. When 
the coin came in sizes that he 
could recognize, he took it, 
overwhelmed me with thanks, 
and then, true gallant that he 
was, dashed across the street 
to purchase his wife a pair of 
shoes, because those she had 
on hurt her feet.

lot on Palatine Hill, where the 
Morgans and Rockefellers of 
Caesar's time used to live.

BELFAST—Arthur Griffith, pres- 


ident of the Dail Eireann, died in 
Dublin today of influenza. 


Mr. Griffith was ill only ten days, 


and his illness was not considered 
serious. Yesterday he 
suffered a 


sudden relapse and. died early this 
morning. 


The death of 
Arthur 
Griffith 


marks the passing of one of the 
foremost figures in modern Ireland. 
He was ons of the most conspicu- 
ous leaders in the creation of the 
new Irish fre.e state. He "was 'one 
of the founders of the Sinn -Fein 
movement in Ireland and has been 
among its foremost leaders. 
In 


July, 1919. Griffith was elected act- 
ing president of die Irish National 
assembly in the absence of Eamon 
De Valera, who was in the United 
States.

year he was.elected one of the per- 
manent vice president of the Sinn 
Fein organization.

Favors Revision Episcopal Burial Service 


Declaring that "sentiment should make us 


rerereni but no» make us cowards," Dr. George 
Craig- Stewart, rector of St. Luke's Episcopal 
church, Evanston, III, favors a revision of the of- 
fice ef the burial of the dead, used by the denomin- 
ation, in an article in the current issue of The 
Living Chnrch. 


The statement was inspired by the report of 


the church's con-.mittee on revision of the Book 
of Common Prayer. 


'"Sentiment shrinks from touching a form of 


service ailowcd as this one is by many centuries 
of us," Dr. Stewart said in discussing the burial 
porvice. "There is woven into every phrase, the 
tenlorest so!emnesl memories and to disturb" a 
single word suggests desecration._ Kings and 
peasants, bishops and laymen, ag-ed saints and in- 
nocent babes have been buried with this service. 


"Any change made in the Burial Office must 


be mz.'lc with delicate hands, with sensitive 


awareness of the mystic chords of memory 
stretching from every word of it to almost every 
living heart and hearthstone all over this broad 
land. 


"And yet the office needs revision. 
There 


are mistranslations of Scripture which must not 
be perpetuated; there are gruesome infelicities of 
speech which ought to 'be corrected, and there are 
and waste places in the service which should be 
made to blossom with comfort and good cheer. 
The commission on revision has done its work 
with reverence and good taste and most of the 
proposed office has already been adopted by the 
House cf Deputies. 


"Two prayers for the dead are provided. How 


pathetic that we should have to record this as a 
new or distinctive enrichment of the church's of- 
fice for burial of her dead. As if the church had 
ever denied this deep instinct of man who cannot 
cease to pray for his dear departed just because 
they have passed out of sight."

4. That R. P. Hutton, superintendent of The 


Wisconsin Anti-Saloon 
League, recently ad- 


mitted that he had helped to pull wires that 
brought out A. C. McHenry of Oshkosh into 
the field-as a candidate for governor in order 
to split the Progressive vote. 


The Capital Times desires to set forth 


today some facts and information show- 
ing how the influence of the Anti-Saloon 
League leaders has been thrown against 
progressives who were dry. 


The first big victory for the dry forces 


in the Wisconsin legislature took place 


brelson in La Fayette, C. B. Caaperson 
in Polk, V. V. Miller in Ruik and others. 


These were all progressives .who stood 


by the referendum at the 1917 session 
and whom Mr. Hutton and 'the Anti- 
Saloon League were secretly opposing in 
1919.

Mr. Hutton and his associates were op- 


posed to these progressive members be- 
cause they were distasteful to the reac- 
tionary manufacturers and employers 
who were in control of the board of di- 
rectors of the Anti-Saloon League. These 
progressives voted against .the.wishes of 
these directors on questions affecting so- 
cial and industrial democracy and for 
that reason they opposed the progressive 
members of the 1917 legislature.

ERE is another illuminating incident 
as showing the_ attitude of the 


leadership in the Anti-Saloon -League. 


Following adjournment of the 1917 


session of the legislature, the editor of 
this newspaper, as the author of the ref- 
erendum measure vetoed by Gov. Philipp, 
was asked by Mr. Hutton of the Anti- 
Saloon League to start a speaking cam- 
paign throughout the state to tell, the 
people what had happened at the session 
of the legislature 
The editor of this 


newspaper consented and the first speak- 
'ng engagements arranged for were at 
Lancaster and Platteville. "Other meet- 


?s were to be arranged in various'parts 


at the 1917 session. At that session, a 
bill, introduced by the editor of this 
paper, providing for a vote by the people 
of Wisconsin on the question of the man- 
ufacture and sale of liquor, was put 
through both houses of the legislature. 
It was finally vetoed by Gov. Philipp. 


The backbone of the fight in that ses- 


sion for the referendum measure was a 
group of militant progressive leaders in 
both assembly and senate. They were 
men of the type of Charles D. Rosa, 
George Whiteside, Walter Duffy, C. N. 
Saugen, J. W. Connor and many others. 
These progressives remained fighting for 
the bill to the end. 


Their stand in favor of the bill was in 


striking contrast to that of many re- 
actionaries in that session whom the 
Anti-Saloon League is now supporting. 
When the referendum bill was passed in 
both houses, Gov. Philipp, who was 
against the measure, did not relish the 
idea of vetoing the bill He, therefore, 
began to manipulate in an effort to ear 
cape the personal responsibility for veto- 
ing the measure. A scheme was hatched 
to have the bill called back to the assem- 
bly for some minor changes. Once the 
measure was brought back, it was to be 
knifed r.nd defeated. 
The progressives 


knew that the plan to recall the bill from 
the governor was only a disguiso-d scheme 
to kill the bill. Speaker Whittet, Riley 
Young, John C. Chappie and other re- 
actionary Ieader3 deserted ths friends of 
the referendum measure and lined up 
with the wet forces under Gov. Philipp.

When I arrived at Lancaster, I was 


called upon by a representative of the 
Anti-Saloon League about an hour be- 
fore the meeting in the afternoon. The 
Platteville meeting was to be held in the 
evening. 
The representative of the 


Anti-Saloon League asked me if I pro- 
posed to attack Gov.'Philipp for his veto 
of the referendum. 


"I certainly do," was my reply. 
The representative of the Anti-Saloon 


League then said that he hoped that I 
would reconsider my decision in the mat- 
ter. He said that a number of Philipp's 
friends in Lancaster and Platteville were 
contributors to the Anti-Saloon'League 
and that it might create some feeling if 
Gov. Philipp was criticized. 


I went ahead with my original plan 


and criticised Gov. Philipp at both the 
L.ncaster and Platteville meetings. 


Those w_ere the last invitations I re- 


ceived 
from 
Mr. Hutton to speak 


through-out'the state. I never heard any 
more about subsequent meetings. My 
criticism of Gov. Philipp had displeased 
Mr Hutton and his associates.
